What Happened 
In Caucus? 
Marinite Tells

Republican 
National 
Convention opened this morn­ 
ing as national chairman Leon­ 
ard W. Hall rapped the gavel 
for order on a scene more of 
confusion than of excitement. 
Many of the delegates and 
spectators were not in their 
seats, but milling around in 
a sort of uncertain expectation 
of things that were going to 
happen. 
Small things, like a brass 
band in the lobby of the Fair­ 
mont Hotel this morning, led 
by two girls in bathing suits 
covered with bottle caps of a 
soft drink they were advertis­ 
ing, a young boy outside the 
Cow Palace who was selling 
souvenirs and shouting, “Take 
them home with your sore 
feet,” were symtoms of the 
general atmosphere. 
MARIN DELEGATE % 
I 
finally 
cornered 
Marin 
delegate Clem Whitaker in his 
seat with the California dele­ 
gation. Although he has been 
a 
professional 
campaigner 
since 1930, this is “the first 
and the last time” he has ever 
held public position. 
As manager of 76 different 
campaigns for both candidates 
and issues, he has been direct- 
l^involved in everything from 
a city council to the presiden­ 
tial race. But this year, for the 
first time, he sits on the floor 
where his vote will be cast for 
presidential and vice presiden­ 
tial candidates. 
He participated too, in the 
five and one-half hour caucus 
of the California delegation 
Saturday afternoon. Of it, he 
said, “The reason it took so 
long was that we had* three 
strong-minded men who didn’t 
want to give an inch.” 
m a jo r is s u e s 
The two major issues before 
the California group were the 
election of a chairman and de­ 
termination of whether Vice 
President Richard M. Nixon 
should be endorsed at that ses­ 
sion for re-election. 
Gov. Goodwin Knight and 
Sen. William Knowland were 
candidates for chairman. After 
the lengthy battle, Knight was 
named chairman but the dele­ 
gates voted to operate under 
the “unit rule” which means 
that the delegation’s 70 elec­ 
toral votes will be cast as a j 
unit. 
This means that although 
Knight was successful in be­ 
coming chairman, ne loses con­ 
trol of the delegation because 
Knowland 
and 
Nixon, 
who 
favor’s 
Nixon’s 
re-election, 
have more than half of the 
delegation’s votes. 
Knight had refused to back 
Nixon, but indicated he was 
available for the post. 
The compromise was a good 
one, according to Whitaker, j 
who has long handled Knight’s 
campaign. 
“I think we’ve got 
a fair result, and don’t think 
anyone got hurt. 
Each side 
gave a little.” 
“Nixon would have been hurt 
if the delegation had voted and 
split on h is 
endorsement. 
Knight wouid have been hurt, 
too. if he had lost the chairman­ 
ship. 
In other words, both 


would have lost if we hadn’t 
finally gotten together,” he 
said. 
After the opening ceremon­ 
ies this morning, the conven­ 
tion recessed until 4 p. m. to­ 
day. Tonight Governor Knight 
is holding a reception for the 
delegates and a grand ball In 
San Francisco’s Civic Auditor­ 
ium. 
It will be a cozy little affair, 
only 
5,000 
invitations 
have 
been sent out, and each invi­ 
tation is for two persons. The 
receiving line alone will have 
104 people. But there will be

pagne” for everyone, said Whi­ 
taker, who is handling the ar­ 
rangements.

GOP Convention Under Way 


West's Suez Plan 
Laid Before Parley 


LONDON 
UP)—The 
United 
States laid the Western pro­ 
posal for international opera­ 
tion of the Suez Canal before 
the 22-nation Suez conference 
today. 
A few minutes earlier, India 
had proposed a compromise 


giving Egypt the major role 
in operating the waterway. 
The delegates did not get 
around to discussing either in 
the formal meeting. (Earlier 
story on page four.) 
Secretary 
of 
State 
John 
Foster Dulles, * in submitting 
the Western “declaration of 
principles,” said a definite sys­ 
tem must be established “to 
guarantee at all times and for 
all the powers the free use of 
the Suez maritime canal.” 
According to the Cairo press, 
the Western proposals have 
been 
rejected 
already 
by 
Egypt’s special envoy here, 
Wing Cmdr. Ali Sabri. 
India’s V. K. Krishna Menon 
suggested that consideration be 
given 
without 
prejudice 
to 
Egyptian ownership and opera­ 
tion and urged the formation 
of a group embracing both the 
user interests and the Egyptian 
“operating corporation.” 
Though there was no discus­ 
sion of the two plans at to­ 
day’s session, Menon obviously 
failed to sway Western diplo­ 
mats with his proffered com 
promise. 
“This is not a conference to 
negotiate with Egypt, for Egypt 
is not here,” Dulles said. “This 
is not a conference through 
which to deliver any kind of 
ultimatum to Egypt.” 
Dulles said the task of the 
conference is “to arrive at the 
greatest possible concensus as 
to what will best enable the 
Suez Canal to serve depend 
ably its intended purpose of

Case Released 


A case of mistaken identity,

' William S. (Bill) Wooding- 
ton, veteran Marin park offi­ 
cial and former deputy sheriff, 
will leave Stinson Beach next 
month for a position with the 
City of Belvedere.

called home for 22 years, is 
admittedly sad to Woodington 
and his wife. 
“It doesn’t feel very good” 
to leave, he said, but “I’ve been 
lost since I left the park.”

Goodwin J. Knight, 
battered by the coalition of 
Vice President Richard M.

REPEATS STAND 
Despite an emphatic defeat

caucus Saturday. Knight yes­ 
terday reiterated “The nomi­ 
nation of the vice president 
should be free and open.” 
“I am not endorsing any­ 
body,” he said in a televised 
interview. 
Other state GOP chiefs voic­ 
ed confidence, however, that 
Knight will abide by a gentle­ 
men’s agreement binding the 
big delegation to the unit rule 
in voting for vice president. 
WINKS AT TRADITION 
Winking at national party 
tradition against the unit rule, 
the delegation agreed Saturday 
to employ it as part of a com­ 
promise among the state’s GOP 
big three. 
Knight accepted the com. 
promise after Nixon and Know­ 
land, controlling two-thirds of 
the delegation, threatened to 
block Knight from the delega­ 
tion chairmanship traditionally 
accorded a governor. 
U n d e r 
the 
compromise, 
Knight got the chairmanship. 
But he and the rest of the 
delegates promised to abide by 
the majority endorsement of 
a vice president. 
Although the delegates are 
bound only “morally” to fol­ 
low the unit rule, Edward S. 
Shattuck of Pasadena, newly 
elected national committeeman 
for California, said they “un­ 
doubtedly will back Mr. Nixon 
to the hilt.”

And he said he is certain 
Knight will give Nixon 
“his 
full support.” 
A similar view was express­ 
ed by Assemblyman Donald D. 
Doyle of Lafayette, the party’s 
new state vice chairman and a 
delegate closely allied with 
Knight. 
He said he. doesn’t “think 
there’s a chance” of a fight 
over tomorrow’s endorsement.

Presiding over the opening 
session of the GOP convention, 
Hall told the delegates in a 
prepared speech: 
“You, and you alone, will 
choose our presidential nomi­ 
nee . . . our vice presidential 
nominee . . . and adopt the 
platform of our party.” 
VIRTUAL CERTAINTY 
The renomination of Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower is a foregone 
conclusion, and the selection 
of Vice President Nixon to run 
with him again is regarded as 
a virtual certainty—despite the 
efforts of Harold E. Stassen to 
replace Nixon on the ticket 
with Gov. Christian A. Herter 
of Massachusetts. 
Hall, who has backed Nixon 
all along, made no mention of 
the Stassen drive. 
DIGS AT DEMOS 
Hall laced his brief speech 
with digs at the Democrats, 
who last week nominated Adlai 
Stevenson to run again as their 
presidential 
candidate, 
a n d 
chose Sen. Estes Kefauver of 
Tennessee as vice presidential 
nominee. 
‘There is nothing that we 
need say about Adlai Steven­ 
son that Kefauver hasn’t al­ 
ready said,” Hall told the dele 
gates, referring to some of the 
hard words exchanged by Stev 
enson and Kefauver when they 
were battling in presidentia 
primaries last spring. 
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Hall took delight in agreeing 
with former President Harry 
S. Truman’s prediction at the 
Democratic 
convention 
last 
week that Adlai E. Stevenson 
“can’t win.” 
HALL AGREES 
“There is nothing that we 
need say about the Stevenson- 
Kefauver ticket that Harry Tru­ 
man hasn’t already said,” Hall 
told the delegates. 
Several hours before the con­ 
vention was formally called to 
order a United Press survey 
showed that Nixon had sewed 
up virtually the entire roster 
of delegates. 
Barring intervention by Pres­ 
ident Eisenhower to insure a 
real contest, Nixon looked like 
a shoo-in to win second place 
on the ticket. 
AIR OF CONFIDENCE 
This was the first GOP con­ 
vention in 24 years to meet 
with a Republican administra­ 
tion in Washington and the 
delegates wore an air of con­ 
fidence that contrasted vividly 
with the underdog mood that 
prevailed at Republican con­ 
ventions during the long pre-Ei­ 
senhower drought. 
With President Eisenhower’s 
renomination certain and Nix­

How Much Public Money Is ",¡ * £ 
Not Fully Accounted For? 


Where has the Grand Jury been all 
these years while the Ross Valley sani­ 
tary district operated for a quarter of a 
century without audit and without an 
accounting system worthy of the name? 
We don’t mean to cast any aspersions 
at any of the grand jurors as individu­ 
als. For the most part the individuals 
we 
have been personally acquainted 
with, at least—have given generously of 
their time and effort to the task. And 
they certainly never dodged any work 
connected with jury service. 
But by habit and custom established 
over the years, somehow, Marin Grand 
Juries have concerned themselves main­ 
ly with the affairs of county govern­ 
ment, pretty much ignoring other local 
governmental units like cities, school 
districts and sewer districts. 
So we wake up one day to find “short­ 
ages” in the public funds held by one of 
our sanitary districts. 


That gives rise to the question: 
How many other tax-levying dis­ 
tricts are there in Marin County 
that operate without adequate ac­ 


counting for the public’s funds in 
their trust? 
That’s a question for the Grand Jury 
to concern itself with. 
It doesn’t seem to us that the ques­ 
tion would be too difficult or too costly 
to answer. As soon as county tax rates 
are set, the County Auditor’s office 
should be a little less buried under its 
work load. It concievably could spare a 
person or two to work for and with the 
Grand Jury to look into the handling 
of public money by local tax-levying 
governmental agencies. 
Our present Grand Jury seems to be 
another especially good one. 
Unlike 
some previous juries in the dim past 
they have never been suspected of being 
“led around by the nose” by intrenched 
courthouse interests. 
If the independence of the present 
Grand Jury can be demonstrated again 
by breaking local tradition to delve into 
the fiscal affairs of local agencies other 
than county government, there’s no 
telling what irregularities may be un­ 
covered and straightened out—all to 
the benefit of our community. 


Something To Remember At Tax Time 


American taxpayers are either a pretty 
healthy lot or they don’t know about an 
income tax provision that might save them 
some money. 


The Internal Revenue Service, IRS, has 
reviewed 43-million returns for 1954 on 
Form 1040, on incomes of $5,000 or more, 
and has found that only 2 % excluded for tax 
purposes any salary or wages received dur­ 
ing absence from work because of illness 
or injury. 
IRS thinks the ratio may be 
higher among the 15-million Form 1040-A

ary 1, 1954, works like this: A taxpayer who 
continues to be paid while disabled by ill­ 
ness or injury can exclude up to $100 per 
week from gross income. If hospitalization 
is required, the exclusion from taxable in­ 
come is effective from the first day of ab­ 
sence from work; if not, it becomes effec­ 
tive on the eighth day of absence.

INSOFAR AS THERE was

Mr. Truman at the Chicago 
convention it was because we 
t h i n k of him as a former 
President

an age where he is himself 
no longer ambitious for pow­ 
er. The fact of the matter is 
that the image of ex-President 
doesn’t fit Mr. Truman. 


He came to Chicago to 
seize control of the machin­ 
ery of the Democratic party 
and to make himself the top 
political boss. He lost his con­ 
trol of the party when Stev­ 
enson was nominated in 1952, 
and what went on last week 
was a bold and ruthless at­ 
tempt to recover that control. 


Mr. T r u m a n h i m s e l f 
warned us some little time be­ 
fore the convention that he 
was not an elder statesman, 
a role which he regards with 
contempt, but a practical poli­ 
tician. 
Nobody 
quite 
be­ 
lieved him. There is an aura 
which clings to men who have 
been President of the United 
States. None of us can ever 
ignore it, and Mr. Truman’s 
remarks were taken to be 
more evidence of his modesty, 
his homespun, folksy, whimsi­ 
cal and charming earthiness. 
His words were in fact liter­ 
ally true. 


Forget that he has been 
President 
of 
th e 
United 
States. Forget that he has had 
every honor that his party can 
bestow upon him. Forget that 
he is 72 years old. What re­ 
mains is the normal profes­ 
sional politician who would 
rather control the party ma­ 
chinery, though he loses the 
election, than win the elec­ 
tion under a candidate who 
will deprive him of his con­ 
trol of the party machinery. 


IN THIS ROLE, that of a 
political boss fighting for the 
control of his party, Mr. Tru­ 
man’s behavior in 
Chicago 
was standard practice and 
quite normal. His main ob­ 
jective was not to nominate 
Harriman, or to show the 
Democrats how to win the 
election. His main objective 
was to stop and to destroy 
Stevenson. 


Why? Because Stevenson Is 
at the head of a new genera­ 
tion of Democratic leaders, of 
the young governors and the 
young 
legislators, who 
are 
now taking over the Demo­ 
cratic party. The nomination 
of Stevenson marked the end 
of Truman’s power, as dis­ 
tinguished from his influence, 
in the affairs of the Demo­ 
cratic party. 


The argument that he used 
against Stevenson was that he 
did not think Stevenson could 
win against Eisenhower. This 
is the most deadly argument 
that can be used in a political 
convention. In 1952 it was the 
argument that destroyed Taft 
in the contest with Eisenhow­ 
er. 


But to be deadly, it must 
be used on behalf of a candi­ 
date, such as .Eisenhower in 
1952, who is unquestionably 
stronger than his rival. Oth­ 
erwise it is a mere device, and 
that is what it was when used 
by Truman against Stevenson 
in behalf of Harriman. For 
while it may be very doubt­ 
ful whether anyone can de­ 
feat Eisenhower, there is no 
objective evidence 
of 
any 
kind to indicate that Harri­ 
man would be as strong a na­ 
tional candidate as is Steven­ 
son. Indeed there is every 
reason to believe that Harri­ 
man would divide the regular 
Democrats and do nothing to 
win back, much to repel, the 
Democrats who voted for Ei­ 
senhower. 


THE OUTSTANDING fact 
of the Harriman candidacy 
was that it had no life of its 
own, was never tested outside 
of New York, and depended 
upon the political power that 
Mr. Truman could still exert. 
When a professional politi­ 
cian like Mr. Truman backs 
a weak candidate, which has 
never been put to any popu­ 
lar test, it is a sure sign that 
he is more interested in who 
controls the party than he is 
in who wins the election. 


MR. TRUMAN failed a n d

People Will Vote On Requirement 
For Food In Connection With Bars 


(NOTE: This is the third 
of a series of articles deal­ 
ing with the propositions 
that will appear on the 
Nov. 6 ballot.) 


SACRAMENTO (CNS)—The 
question of whether liquor 
shall be sold in establish­ 
ments 
other 
than 
eating 
places is squarely up to the 
people of the state in Propo­ 
sition No. 5 to be voted on 
Nov, 6. 
The proposition, a consti­ 
tutional amendment, would 
permit the sale of alcoholic 
beverages in establishments 
other than restaurants or ho­ 
tels, as of Jan. 1, 1957. It 
would also prohibit minors 
from entering such establish­ 
ments “without lawful busi­ 
ness therein.” 
In favor of the amendment 
is Sen. Earl Desmond of Sac­ 
ramento, who points out that 
the Legislature at the pres­ 
ent time cannot pass a law 
prohibiting minors from en­ 
tering liquor establishments; 
thereby an enforcement prob­ 
lem is created. Under the new 
law, of course, minors would 
be permitted to enter restau­ 
rants and hotels where liquor 
is sold, as they are at the 
present time. 


SEN. JOHN A. MURDY JR., 
Orange County, opposes the 
amendment on grounds that 
such action taken by the peo­ 
ple would result in nothing 
but a return of “the old-time 
saloon” to the state. He also 
holds that the people should 
give the new alcoholic bev­ 
erage 
control 
enforcement 
set-up time to function before 
effecting 
a n o t h e r 
major 
change. 
"“ The controversy over where 
liquor may or may not be sold 
is as old as the elimination of 
prohibition i n the 
e a r l y 
1930’s. At that time, an ef­ 
fort was made in the writing 
of the present law to discour­ 
age return of the saloon, and 
require that liquor sales be a 
part of the businesi of dis­ 


pensing food insofar as “by 
the drink” sales were con­ 
cerned. 


An enforcement problem 
arose immediately, and the 
law as originally written after 
prohibition never has been 
strictly carried out. Russell 
S. Munro, who took over 
liquor control enforcement 
following its removal from 
the State Board of Equaliza­ 
tion, has not endeavored to 
give widespread attention to 
the problem, in view of the 
pending vote of the people. 
Bars sprang up throughout 
the state, some attempting to 
fool the enforcement officers 
with rubber sandwiches, and 
plaster-cast cheeses. No one 
was fooled very much, but in 
many instances the 
subter­ 
fuge has gotten by. 
The Board of Equalization 
had only minimum require­ 
ments for food, and outside 
of handing out a few suspen­ 
sions, it never took the en­ 
forcement of this particular 
section of the law very seri­ 
ously. 


THE LAW, HOWEVER, has 
served as a deterrent to wide­ 
spread open establishments 
where there is not even a sub­ 
terfuge practiced. The mere 
fact that the law exists, some 
maintain, is sufficient to par­ 
tially, at least, carry out the 
original intention of the Leg­ 
islature when it adopted the 
Alcoholic Beverage Control 
Act. 
Sen. Murdy characterizes 
the new amendment 
as 
a 
“backward step” 
in 
liquor 
control, and suggests that if 
it carries, there will be a 
great increase in drunkenness 
with attendant saloon disor­ 
ders. 
Thus, it is up to the people 
to decide just how far they 
want to go in further opening 
up sales of liquor over the 
bar, and to decide whether 
they have confidence enough 
in control administration to 
open the gates.

Engineer Explains 
Flcod Control Plan 
EDITOR, 
independent-Journal: 
Reference is made to the 
article dealing with flood con­ 
trol for the Novato area which 
appeared in your paper on 
Aug. 14, 1956. The following 
is quoted from the article: 
“Under the Cotton plan, 
the Novato flood control zone 
is divided into 52 sub-zones, 
generally determined by ele­ 
vation, and the $3.621.000 es­ 
timated cost of the flood con­ 
trol project is apportioned 
unequally among the sub­ 
zones, with low-lying zones, 
which would benefit to the 
greatest degree, paying the 
highest shares.” 
It is apparent that there is 
a misunderstanding. The to­ 
tal estimated cost was not 
“apportioned” to the various 
sub-zones. The figures shown 
in my report represent the 
estimated costs of develop­ 
ment in each sub-zone and 
bear no relationship to the 
value of the benefits to be 
received by the sub-zones. 
The 
determination 
of the 
benefits to be received is a 
lengthy and involved process 
and was beyond the scope of 
my report. 
Many developments of this 
nature are made under the 
California Improvement Acts 
of 1911 or 1913. Both acts re­ 
quire that the assessments 
be made in proportion to the 
relative 
benefits 
received. 
This is fair and equitable in 
all respects. In practice, the 
“sub-zones” would be com­ 
bined mainly on the basis of 
“low” and “high” lands and 
only a few assessment zones 
for the entire area would re­ 
sult. The assessments to the

be more than the estimated 
construction costs indicated.

Polio vaccine purchased with 
Federal funds is now avail 
able to Marin County physi 
cians for administration to pri­ 
vate patients in their offices. 
Dr. Carolyn B. Albrecht, coun­ 
ty health officer, announced 
today. 


Dr. Albrecht made the an­ 
nouncement after a recent 
meeting at which the public 
polio vaccination program was 
reviewed and some changes in 
the program adopted. 
At the meeting, attended by 
members of the health depart­ 
ment staff and representatives 
of the Marin County Medical 
Society, Parent-Teacher Assn., 
Central Labor Council and the 
county chapter of the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paral­ 
ysis, Dr. Albrecht suggested 
consideration of means of step­ 
ping up the rate of polio vac­ 
cinations before the usual peak 
incidence in September and 
October. 


Until this time inoculations 
from the federal supply of vac­ 
cine have been given only by 
the health department. 
Dr. Albrecht said that al­ 
though the operation and ad 
ministration of the program 
has been considered satisfac­ 
tory, the board of directors of 
the Medical Society felt that 
making some of the federal 
vaccine available to private 
physicians in all areas of the 
county would augment the 
present program and would 
result in the inoculation of a 
number of eligible persons. 
Dr. Albrecht emphasized that 
only persons 19 years old or 
younger and pregnant women 
are eligible for the federal vac­ 
cine. Persons of any age may 
be inoculated by their private

The health department’s po­ 
lio vaccination clinics are held 
at the San Rafael office, 920 
Grand avenue, from 9 to 11 
a.m. and 2 to 4 p.m. every Fri- 


day. Inoculations are also given 
at the Marin City office from 
2 to 4 p.m. on Thursdays. 
Persons wishing vaccination 
with the public vaccine from 
their private physicians should 
consult their physicians’ of­ 
fices, Dr. Albrecht advised. 
The health officer said her 
department will .continue to 
give only first and second in­ 
jections of vaccine and will not 
give third shots until the de­ 
mand for the first two begins 
to be satisfied. 
She added that she hoped 
everyone who can will seek 
inoculation from the commer­ 
cial supply of vaccine, as the 
public supply will provide only 
two shots for about one-third 
of the eligible population.
